The Southern Unionists. . 

In the October number of the National 
Review the Earl of Arran makes “ A Plea 
for the Southern Irish Loyalists.’’ It jis 
founded on the contention that under apy 
form of government which may emerge 
from the coming conference Southern Ite- 
land. will be an impossible place for loyal 
Irishmen, ‘The Irish Separatist has| a 
long score to settle with ” the Southern 
Unionists and, when he becomes the top 
dog, will proceed immediately tó settle itjin 
various ways. For instance, Govern. 
ment of the new Dominion-ror whatever 
it may be—will have powers of unlimited 
taxation. By taxation alone the. richer 
men, who include a considerable propor- 
tion of Southern Unionists, can be forced 
to go. ‘Lord Arran thinks that a capital 
levy may be employed as the chief instifu- 
ment of expulsion. It will fall most 
heavily on big jlandlords and businéss 
men; but persons who took part in the 
war against Enyland are likely to be held 
exempt from it.; Large claims will be 
made on the new Government by the 
younger men—farmers’ sons, labourers, 
solicitors, and others—-who have served the 
Sinn Fein cause, and these will be satis- 
fied out of the property of ‘ thpir 
vanquished opponents,”’ The - trade of 
Unionist shopkeépers and the lands | of 
Unionist farmers wil) pass into other 
keeping. Some |former loyalists, [órd 
Arran supposes, will throw in theif jot 
with Sinn Fein, but others will prefer! to 
leave the country. His plea is directed 
to the British Government on behalf) of 
these prospective exiles. He urges that 
it’ is England’s bounden duty to make 
such financial provision for them as will 
enable them to |start their lives afrésh 
under other skies. | 

We do not question the sincerity | of 
Lord Arran’s concern for the Southern 
Unionist minority, but we have three 
things to say. .abóut his proposal. In the 
first place, it ‘is impracticable. The 
British Treasury is no sentimentalist and 
has not cultiyated in any marked degree 
the virtue of political gratitude. Under 
the present conditions of national finance 
it would not; and could not, @nd the sam 
necessary for the compensation and trahs- 
plantation of large numbers of Southern 
Irishmen. If the compensation were | to 
be in any sense adequate, that sum would 
run into several millions. In the next 
place, Lord Arran forgets, or overlooks, 
the Jfact that the Southern Unionists’ 
loyalty to the Empire has its foundation 
in their loyalty) to Ireland. The vast 
majority of them will refuse, except under 
the direst comphlsion, to remove them 
selves to the waters of any Babylon. They 
love their country and will préfer to stick 
to her until she tells them in the plainpst 
terms, that she has no further use for 
them. In the third place, many of them, 
at least, do mnbt share Lord Arrah’s 
‘pessimism. Of course, the outlook is dark 
and uncertain. | The future of evéry 
Southern Unionist is insecure. His jin- 
terests and liberties are in the melting- 
pot. Recent ‘events. have given him ino 
sort. of guarantes that the men who will 
control the new Íreland possess either the 
wisdom or the @xperience’ which the art 
of good government demands. It is too 
soon, however, ta discuss the grim remedy 
of exile. Lord) Arran says tHat the 
Republicans hav@ “a long score to settle 
with Southern Ipyalists, It is possibile, 
however, that they may wish to let $ld 
scores on both gides be cancelled before 
the great experiment of. self-government 
begins. It is possible that they may 
realise that Ireland would be impoverished 
sorely by the @xpropriation of a class 
whose industry, |uprightness, ahd edura- 
tion have contributed so much to her 
material welfare, The capital levy antic> 
pated by Lord Afran would be a blow not 
merely at Southern Unionists, but at the 
whole’ commercial and agricultural com- 
munity. For that reason no Irish Govern- 
ment that was not courting speedy down- 
fall would be likely to inflict it. 

Southern Unionists, then, will not rash 
into pessimism ; but, on the other hand, 
if they are wise, they will not “greet, the 
unseen with a cheer.’’ Neither tears hor 
She. will help ithem in this grave crisis 
of their fortunes. They must be up dnd 
doing. They must take prompt and cpn- 
certed action for the protection of their 
political and ecohomic interests. It is hot 
necessary. to believe that those interests 
are about to be sacrificed deliberately : 
but there is a! substantial danger that 
they may be neglected: or misunderstond. 
The conference in London, if it reaches 
any agreement iat all, will decide vast 
issues that must; affect the destinies of ‘all 
the coming generations of Irishmen. The 
British Government will be represented 
at the conference ; but who will say that 
it has shown in the recent past any spedial 
concern for the/fortunes of the Southern 
Irish, minority? | Nationalist Ireland will 
be represented by the Republican deéle- 
gates. It appeats that North-East Ulster 
will not be repitesented, but her rights 
and liberties are safeguarded under the 
Government of |lreland Act. .How will 
Southern Unionist interests, be protected 
at the conferenée? Will they be repre- 
sented at all or! will they be the sport) of 
unknown decisions taken irrevocably 
behind’ closed doors in Downing street ? 
If any plan has been made which does not 
ignore the claims of this very important 
body of Irish opinion, rt ought to} be 
revealed immediptely ; for the conference 
will begin a wéek from to-day.” During 
that week the ‘Cabinet, however hardly 
pressed it may be, ought to be asked to 
find time to relieve the anxieties of the 
Unionists of Southern Ireland. |

‘* Ptofiteering.”’ 

Yesterday the Dublin Corporation od n 
pied itself with ‘the i ortant subject of 
“ profiteering. : For some time past a 
special commitibe has Ween engaged) in 
the drafting of ia series of recommenda- 
tions in regard to * profiteering,’’ and 
these were adopted yesterday for submis 
sion to Dail Kireann. The Corporation pro- 
poses that the “ Local Government Board ” 
of Dail Eireann shall invest all rate-ldvy- 
ing Couneils in Treland with the authority 
to establish nti-‘‘ profiteering’’ cbm- 
mittees which shall be entrusted with ithe 
task of fixing maximum prices for fdod- 
tuffs in their fespective districts. —Re- 

ilers of foodstuffs and wearing apparel 
will be compelled to display lists! of 
prices in their shops, and reasonable 
protits will ibe reckoned, m utintis 
mutandis, -on the basis of the aveliage 
profits of 1914. These committees’ edicts 
will have the force of law, and offences 
will be punished! in the first instance Hy A 
fine, and subsequently . by “ imprigon- 
ment.’’ Whether or not Dail Eireann, will 
adopt the proposals we do not know, 
but the problem is so complex that 
slap-lash “ legislation’’ would be worse 
than useless. The real “ profiteer’’ is 
a pest, but nowadays people have become 


accustomed to such loose thinking that 


every trade is included jin this obnoxious 
category by the popular mind. For the 
man who’ battens on the misery of the 
poor no punishment could be sufficiently 
severe ; but is the average local. authority 
in the Irish provinees likely to discrimi- 
nate very finely in favour of the honest 
trader who is making his livelihood by 
legitimate .means? For every unscrupulous 
retailer in Ireland there are many. men 
of principle, and to give a small local 
committee powers almost of life and death 
over such men would be rank injustice. 
In Southern Ireland the business com- 
munity has very inadequate representation 
on local authorities, and the utmost care 
should be exercised m the establishment 
of anti-“ profiteering’ committees. If, 
and when, a. political settlement is 
achieved, and an Irish Government 15 
established properly‘ on a constitutional 
basis, legislation against the “ profiteer ” 
will be very desirable and can be en- 
forced by all the normal sanctions of the 
law. We have.no sympathy with the 
“profiteer.” We loathe him and all his 
works; but the honest) trader is entitled 
to the protection of the community ; other 
wise business enterprise’ in this island will 
be killed. While the Corporation 1s 
discussing this subject; we may be per- 
mitted to remind it that a marimum rate 
fixed on pre-war standards would be wel- 
comed by ¢very ratepgyer in Dublin,

Temperance Reform. 


Just seven years ago the Intoxicating 
Liquor (Temporary Restrictions) Act came 
into force. At that time the French and 
British Armies had tasted the first fruits 
of success. The Germans had been com 
pelled to retire, and the Allies had gained 
a decisive victory on ithe banks of the 
Marne. Confidence had been restored and 
the masses looked forward to the early 
end of the war. Everybody was delighted. 
In Great Britain and | Ireland, however, 
there were many persons who could not 
rejoice whole-heartedly.. Licensed vintners 
believed that there was nowgeed for the 
restriction of the hours dude which 
drink could be sold, and predicted that 
the Government's Act would force them to 
seek the protection of the Bankruptcy 
Courts. Their protests were supported by 
their assistants, who thought that their 
means of living might dteappear. In no 
city in the country was the Act denounced 
more vigorously than in Dublin. Now, 
when the Act has run its course, we see 
that it has done no damage, and that the 
resentment of the publicans and _ their 
assistants ‘has changed to something akin 
to admiration. Last Saturday the. com 
petent authority announced that the 
regulations issued_under the Act would be 
given a new lease. of life so far as the 
Wublin area was concerned, but that on 
four evenings in the week the public- 
houses could remain open until 10 o'clock 
instead of 9.30. Seven years ago the 
publicans’ assistants would have welcomed 
this intimation with open arms. To-day 
they frown upon it and say. that it must 
not be acted upon in any case. The 
publicans have accepted their ‘assistants’ 
decree... Apparently meither body con 
sidered the thirsty workingman’s desires. 
Yet the public-house is supposed to exist 
for his convenience. 


The Moplahs. 

It is evident that the Moplah rising is 
a much more serious affair than the Indian 
Government is willing to admit, On 
former occasions disturbances among the 
tribesmen were crushed within a few days 
and without the employment of large 
numbers of troops. Ón this occasion, 
however, the ‘rebellion has been in pro- 
gress for over a month and its end is not 
in sight. It seems that there must be a 
long period of guerilla warfare in the 
jungles and plantations of Malabar before 
the leaders are laid by the heels and 
peace is restored. The Moplahs believe 
that they are fighting a holy war, and tho 
Crown forces appear to be quite unable to 
give adequate protection to their unfor- 
tumate Hindu neighbours. “Islam or 
death ” is their cry, dnd some scorés of 
defenceless Hindus have been massacred 
because of their religion. Over two 
thousand refugees have congregated at 
the little town of Perintalmanna. and 
over a wide area the farms of Hindus have 
been confiscated. The rebels not only 
display the fury of religious fanatics, but 
show a certain amount of military skill. 
Former risings were short-lived. because 
the Moplahs moved in’ large bodies and 
sought open conflict: with the troops. The 
present campaign, however, consists of 
outrage, ambush, and terrorism, and con- 


‘tact with the troops’ is avoided. The 


change in tactics gives colour to the view 
that a certain number of Indian "rénegades 
have undergone a course of instruction in 
guerilla warfare at Moscow and have 
managed to reach Malabar via Afghan 
istan. The most hopeful feature of the 
situation is that Mbpslems from the 
Punjab and other prowinces have taken 
steps to assure the Viceroy that they have 
no sympathy with their co-religionists in 
the disturbed areas.

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WINTER WHEAT. 


ADVICE FOR IRISH FARMERS. 


Farmers who intend sowing wheat should sow 
winter varieties, and should, put preparatory 
work in hand as early as ~prac.icable im 
October, says the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for Ir-land. Exper 
ments and experience, have «yown-—and the 
crop reports issued this year by the Department 
confirm previous resultsa—that in this country 
winter-sown wheat does better than spring 
sown. It ripens earlier, gives a heavier yield 
and better quality of grain. Although winter 
varieties of wheat may be successfully sown 
until the middle of November, and even during 
the earlier part of, February—the sowing of 
wheat between the middle of November and 
the last week in January is. not recommended. 
Sowing tests have shown that the earlier the 
seeding the higher the vield. 

On most farms wheat can be most con- 
veniently grown after the potatoe crop. After 
potatoes the soil is usually in good condition, 
and sowing can be done with the minimum ‘ex- 
penditurte of labour. Wheat may also follow a 
root crop, if circumstances admit of the root 
crop being removed sufficiently early. The prac- 
tice of taking two corn crops In succession 15 
not very general, but if the land is clean and a 
suitable dressing of farmyard manure can be 
given—or if this, be not available, of artificials 
there should ve no . heeitation about sowing 
wheat after another grain crop. | 

In selecting a variety to sow, local experience 
ia usually a safe guide to follow, and im any 
cases of doubt application should be made to 
the County Agricultural Instructor, who will 
furnish full information on $he point. It may 
be stated, that in tests carried ont 
this vear at the Agricultural ( allege, Glasnevin 
Swedish Iron, Double White Stand-up, Yeoman, 
and Marshal Foch returned the highest ytekds. 
Double White Stand-up (or Queen Wilhelmina) 
is a very well-known and deservedly popular 
variety. Swedish Iron and Yeoman are of com- 
paratively recent introduction. Both have 
extremely etrong stiff straw, and are almost 
completely resistant to lodging, and are highly 
resistant to yellow rust. The grain of Swedish 
Iron is soft and apparently of poor quality, 
but Yeornan is a good baking and milhng 
wheat. These two varieties also develop slowly 
in the early stages of growth, and to obtain 
the best résults must be sown as early as pos- 
sible in October. Where early sowing is not 
practicable, preference should be given to 
Queen Wilhelmina. 

The seed should be sown at the rate of about 
16 stones. per Statute acre, and shouki be 
yloughed in or drilled three inchés deep, and 
grin lightly. A smaller quantity of seed 
will suffice when a corn drill is used for sowing. 
To promote tillering and break up the surface

As a precaution against the former, 
seed should be dressed in a solution made by 
dissolving 4lb copper sulphate (bluestone) in 
one gafion of water. Thia quantity will be 
sufficient to dress, 20 stones of grain 

Under no cireimstances. should the seed by 
dressed with copper sulphate more than two or 
three days before SOWlng, or any atternpt be 
made to sow the seed before it ie dry. Th: 
preventive. measure against yellow rust is to 
plant varieties resistant tothe disease, ‘an 
these two—Swedish Iron and Yeorman—-have 
already been referred to, and a third Little 
Joss - is & variety wellknown in this country 
for a number of years.

KERRY’S WARNING 
DEFAULTERS. 


TO 


The Cahirciveen Rural District Council 
(Kerry) has distributed circulare among the 
shopkeepers in the town stating that it has 


been authorised to take steps to prevent ex- 
tortion, and to ensure that reasonable prices 
only will be charged for fobdstuffs. 
Shopkeepers are notified that price lists of all 
stuffs retailed by them must be displayed 
their windows “i dione, These lists, which 
must show -the lowest prices, must be revised 
as often as necessary in accordance with fluctua- 
tions in charges, and where price lists are not 
shown the shopkeepers “must be prepared to 
accept the consequences.” — 
The cireular concludes as follows:—‘‘ The 
maximum price for which butter and eggs can 
be retailed is hereby fixed at 3d. over the weekly 
market rate per lb. and dozen respectively. New 
milk, must be retailed until the Ist day of 
November, 1921, at the rate of 2d. per pint. 
“Members of the public who are charged 
more than these rates are requested to hand 
written statements of their complaints to one 
of the members of the Anti-Profiteering Com- 
mittee or their Clerk, when prompt and effi- 
cient measures will be taken to deal with de- 
fauléers.”

UNEMPLOYMENT. 


PREMIER’S ANNOUNCEMENT 
TO-DAY. 


The Prime Minister will, it is understood, 
make an important siatement at Inverness to- 
day on the unemployment question. 

It is expected that he will indicate briefly his 
propoged remedies. 

According tg a number of reports, the experts 
who went to Gairloch brought before Mr. 
Lioyd .George the biggest scheme for dealing 
with the problem. e scheme is said to be 
| quite novel, and the only question is whether 
it is not too big. 

The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
at Gairloch telegraphs :—From official details 
supplied concerning the Premier's conference 
with the experts at Flowerdale on the subject 
of unemployment, it gu om that the investiga- 
tors divided their exploration into two cate- 
gories. 

Their first concern was as to the best manner 
of dealing with the unemployment and privation 
actually existing. They considered what were 
the prospécts of providing for unemployment 
relief works, to what extent it was practicable 
to rely on doles as a purely temporary ex- 
pedient, and how far it was possible to get the 
unemployed back to work. It was realised that 
women, for example, could not be employed on 
relief works. 

Then came the much larger question as to 
the best method of'getiing the country going 
again in regard to its general trade and — 
the 


merce. The Premier's object was to get 
best expert opinion upon such questions. |i 
was realised that trade depression prevailed, 


not in this country alone, but throughout the 
world, and this fact had to be taken into ac- 
count in estimating the probable duration of 
the depressed gin | 

No concrete decisions were reached, but much 
consideration was given to such questions as 
extended credits and loans by the Government 
to certain public authorities, various forms of 
temporary relief, and “he best line to pursue 
with the object of fostering trade revival. 


The Premier intimated to his visitors that, 
having got their valuable views, he proposed 
not to commit himself to any definite line 


of action until after be bad had an opportunity 
of consulting other groups, which he proposed 
to do on his return to. London. 

He was anxious to get all the concrete in- 
formation he could, and when equipped with 
that, it would be his duty to consult with his 
colleagues with a view to the adoption by the 
Government of such a scheme as appeared to 
them to offer the best prospecis of success. 
Official information went no further.

IMPORTANT SPEECH TO-DAY. 


-The Prime Minister had arranged to go to 
Inverness to-day only just in time to receive 
the freedom of the town at 3.15, and then pro- 
ceed direct to the station ‘for the journey south, 
. but the discussion of the unemployment 
problem has changed his plans. He has com- 
municated with the Provost of Inverness, asking 
him to arrange to-day’s ceremony for 2.45 in- 
stead. of 3.15, intimating that he. proposed to 
speak for about 30 minutes, and to deal with 
ihe question of unemployment.

Realising, however, how great and widespread 
is the public interest and concern in the sub- 
ject with which he proposes to deal, he is willing 
that his speech shall be available for publica- 
tion as the nearest possible approach to a public 
utterance, and so, subject to the approval of 


‘the Provost, arrangements will be made to ad- 


mit representatives of the Press. 

To all intents and purposes, therefore,: this 
will be a public meeting, with the modification 
that Mr. Lloyd George will not be called upon 
to make his voice heard by a large assemblage

It is now possible to state with some 
degree of. accuracy the circumstances in 
which Lieuenant G. H. Souchon, 17th 
Lancers, lost his life in Galway on Sunday 
night. While on his way from his club 
to Earl’s Island, where his regiment is 
stationed, he was overtaken by some 
brother officers in a motor car, and joined 
them. 

As the car was passing the Town Hall shots 
were fired, and Lieutenant Souchou was struc 
in the forehead and killed instantly. A police 
man was wounded at the same time. 

It seems clear from what has since come to 
light that the Lieutenant was killed by a stray 
bullet. His body will be taken to Wookham, 
Surrey, on Wednesday. 

A pathetic coincidence is that the officer was 
to have retired from the Army last month, 
but owing to some delay in the arrival of his 
papers his retirement was postponed. He 
received the fatal shot in the forehead, al- 
most between the two eyes, and collapsed into 
the arms of a brother officer, who was sitting 
next to him in the hack of the car. When 
Earl's Island camp, a few hundred yards’ dis- 
tance, was reached, it was. found that the 
Lieutenant was dead. 

e was very popular. with his brother officers 


and with the people of the town. He was a 
well-known member of the local boat club, 
and was a successful competitor \in the junior 


He was a capable 
linguist, Speaking six languages fluently, and 
was about to take up a position m civil life 
in England. á ;

the real crux is the question of partition, which | 
is grounded in turn upon the bad feeling be-° 
tween Protestants and Roman Catholics. in 
Ulster. Southern Protestants might, therefore, 
very well take the present opportunity of ascer- 
taining whether the Sinn Fein leaders have 
reasonable explanations for the recent past in 
the South of Ireland and effective guarantees 
for the future, which might justify Southern 
Protestants in endeavouring to form a bridge 
over that chasm which seems to be regarded as 
furnishing the real Lrish difficulty.

Immediately afterWards most of 
the niembers of the conference left for the 
South. The Prime Minister will follow to- 
morrow, and will break his journey at Inver- 
ness im order to receive the freedom of the 
borough. The Prime Minister's medical adviser 
forbids a public’ speech, and, therefore, to- 
morrow's ceremony will be semi-private. The 
Provost, the bailies and councillors,* and a 
limited number of other prominent towns- 
people will compose the assembly. 

Mr. Lloyd George will speak for half-an-hour, 
and the subject of his speech will be unemploy- 
ment. I learn that he will outline the extent 
and intensity of the problem as it is at present 
measured. and will indicate the broad outlines 
of the conclusions he has formed as the result 
of the deliberations of the Cabinet's Committee 
on Unemployment and his own inquiries on the 
last week-end. It is understood that he will 
consider, the question in two parts. The first 
part will include consideration of the hardship 
at present existing as the result of unemploy- 
ment, with an attempt to estimate what pro- 
portion of the privation can be dealt with by 
relief ‘works, and what must be relieved by 
doles unless measures can be devised for reviv- 
ing normal employment. 

It is the opinion of the experts that recovery 
from the existing industrial depression will be 
slow, that the depression will become much 
more acute before there is a turn for the better, 
and that a recgyery cannot be anticipated until

the spring. The necessity for large .measures 
of relief will, therefore, continue: all through 
the winter. In the latter part of his speech 


the Prime Minister is expected to deal with the 
still larger problem ff reviving industry.

Volunteers of the Irish Republican Army have 
been drilling in various parts of the .country 
for a Jong time past, and it is obvious that 
there is no desire to conceal the fact. 

As proof of this a number of journalists on 
Sunday afternoon, by invitation, visited a camp 
not far from Dublin, while a cinematograph 
operator took a series of views, which will, no 
doubt, be shown in due course in the picture 
houses. 

Twenty minutes’ ride in taxi-cabs brought 
the party into the mountainous region, where, 
in a couple of fields remote from the high- 
ways, some 500 young men were engaged in 
various military exercises. A band played 
martial airs, and short; sharp words of com- 
mand were heard on all sides. 

A field whose surface had anything but the 


evenness of a barrack square was not the 
pleasantest place for such exercises, but the 
men made the best, of it. A steady downpour 


of rain emphasised the unpleasantness of the 
conditions. 


REMARKABLE SPECTACLE. 

The spectacle which met the view of the 
visitors on arriving was certainly a stirring one. 
Batches of men in various parts of the ground 
carried out their own particular movements 
Here a company was engaged in marching and 
counter-marching, ' forming fours,’ and so on; 
there a detachment of signallers was: being 
initiated into the mysteries of the Morse code ; 


a larger body showed themselves familiar with 
the use of the revolver. A small knot of 
youths lying on the ground were being shown 
the mechanism of a machine gun, the parts of 


which were taken asunder and adsembJled 
again, while several specimens of automatic 
pistols—some of them strange-looking weapons—- 
were being examined and explained by ‘an ex- 
pert instructor. At the lower end of the field 


stretcher-bearers were instructed in the various 
essential duties of the medical corps. In an ad- 
joining meadow platoons were operating in ex- 
tended formation and other evolutions. 

Atter an hours work a sharp command from 


the Brigade Commandant brought al! the de 
tachmente together, and a march past_ took 


place, a band playing suitable ‘marching music. 


Some important officials from “ G.H.Q.” were 
present, and the Chief of Staff (Mr. Richard 
Mulcahy) took the salute, and afterwards, when 


the men were formed in a, hollow square, de- 
hvered a short address. 
NO FEAR OF ATTACK. 
Journalists asked whether outposts | were 


posted in order to advise as to an unexpected 
invasion, but the reply seemed to indicate that 
no such disturbance was apprehended. Neither 
were these warlike preparations regarded as a 
breach of the truce

ESCAPES FROM RATH CAMP.

Four more men are reported to have escaped 
from the Rath Internment Camp, at the 
Curragh, on Friday night. Three of the men 
are Mr. Michael Carolan, of Belfast: Mr. 
Patrick Traynor, of Dublin, .and Mr. Peter 
Bracken, of Tullamore. They were confined in 
a corrugated iron structure, called “the cage.” 
In this structure there were, in .all, eleven 
men, and five of them made the attempt to 
escape. i 

Mr. Carolan. who has reached . Dublin, 
describes how the escape was effected. (ne of 
the corrugated iron sheets of the latrine was 
removed, the nails having been loosened pre- 
viously, and the five men left in their stockinged 
feet. Shortly afterwards the fifth man was 
missed. and Mr. Carolan states that he does not 
know if he escaped or was retaken. 

The four men crawled to the first line of wire 
entanglements.. Qne of- them had evidently 
been supphed with a wire-cutter, as he cut the 
wires, and the men got through.the opening. A 
second line of entanglements was overcome in a 


similar manner, and later a third lime was 
reached. 
At this point another man was missed, and 


the three other men suceeeded in cutting their 
way through without attracting the attention of 
the sentries. The men struck across the fields 
until they met a road outside the camp, but 
they were still within the area swept by search- 
lights. They passed beyond this without hav- 
ing been discovered, and by morning had 
reached a point nine miles from.the camp.

Lability eqmpany in Dublin, in which it was 


stated that the price of fertilizers was down 
by half. That might or might not have an 
appreciable effect on the prices of the farmers’ 
producé. At any rate, they would like to know. 

Dealing with the price of coal, Mr. Daly said 
that, as a consequence of the action of the Coal 
Committee, they were able to ship the bust 
Wigan coal direct to Dublin at 43s. In this 
matter the Council and membeis of public 
boards were under a debt of .gratitude to 
Councillor Brohoon. They found the same coal 
being sold in the market at 64s. a ton.. There 
might be a reason for that, but they had a 
right to know. It might be, perhaps, that there 
was a leakage in the yards of the merchants or 
maybe they were buying a higher grade of coal, 
or, perhaps, a lower grade. At any rate, it was 
a matter they would like to have an opportunity 
of investigating. 

He thought that the bill ‘itself spoke for the 
work of the Committee and that the Corpora- 
tion should feel under a debt of gratitude to 
Alderman Cosgrave,-M.P., for the attitude that 
he had adopted. They had produced a measure 
to lay before the Dail, and they had shown that 
the Corporatgon had officials capable of drafting 
the proposed legislation. | 

Mr. Logue seconded the resolution. and sea 
that there was, undoubtedly, a necessity for 
dealing with profiteering.

In some 
countries special investigation’ committees were 
set up. In China persons found profiteering 
received eighty blows, and in Japan 
a man was put out of business on con- 
viction. Heavy monetary fines and long terms 
of imprisonment were inflicted in other 
countries for the offence. The Corporation 
should support the central authority in this 
matter. 

Mr. P. T. Daly said that the bill only made 
certain euggestions to Dáil Eireann, who would 
be asked to make a decree as they thought fit.

KERRY’S WARNING TO 


DEFAULTERS. 


The Cahirciveen Rural District Council 
(Kerry). has distributed circulars among: the 
shopkeepers in the town stating that it has 
been authorised to take steps to prevent ex- 
tortion, and to ensure that reasonable prices 
only will be charged for foodstuffs. 
Shopkeepers are notified that price lists of all 
foodstuffs retailed by them must be displayed 
in their windows and shops. These lists, which 
must show the lowest prices, muat be revised 
as often as necessary in accordance with fluctua- 
tions in charges, and where price lists are not 
shown the shopkeepers “must be prepared to 
accept the consequences.” 

The circular concludes as follows:—‘ The 
maximum price for which butter and eggs can 
be retailed is hereby fixed at 3d. over the weekly 
‘market rate per lb. and dozen respectively. New 
milk must be retailed until the Ist dgy of 
November, 1921, at the rate of 2d. per pint. 
“Members of the public who are charged 
more than these rates are requested to hand 
written etatements of their complaints to one 
of the members of the Anti-Profiteering Cam- 
mittee or their Clerk, when prompt and effi- 
cient measures will’be taken to deal with de- 
faulters.”

CURE FOR LEPROSY,

' Among the many wonders of the Medica! Bx- 
hibition, which was opened yesterday in Lon- 
don, is a liquid called “ chaulmoogra oil," which 
is expected to cure leprosy. 

For many years it was known that an oil was 
used in India for the treatment of the dread 
disease, but it was slow- and uncertain in its 
action. For seventeen years patient, laborious 
research went on, and the story of the ultimate 
discovery of “ chaulmoogra oil" 
of modern science’. 

The oil is injected into the tissues of lepers, 
and doctors who. have used it are most en- 
thusiastic about its efficacy. Experiments are 
still going on. 

The exhibition seems to contain everything 
new and up-to-date needed by the medical man. 
A complete hospital X-ray equipment has been 
set up, high tension transformers, deep therapy 
treatment sets, portable ward outfits, with over. 
head wiring, couches, stands, ete., all complete. 

One of the most interesting stalls is that de: 
voted to colloid preparations, the discovery of 
Sir William Crookes and his son. Colloidal pre- 
parations are drugs reduced to the colloidal 
State. 

Thomas Graham, the formulator of the law 
of diffusion of gases, discovered the colloid state, 
but since his day it has been found that sub- 
stances not naturally colloidal can, be made to 
assume, that form. Medical authorities state 
that the discovery of colloidal preparations is 
one of the biggest advances in modern drug- 
making. 

Here are to be seen in bottles all kinds of 
metallic drugs redueed to the colloidal state. 
Under a 1, power microscope, these metals 
are scen to be in perpetual motion. 

An interesting seg}on is devoted to artificial 
limbs. A demonstrator who had only a six-inch 
stump for a left arm was attracting a bi 
crowd of visitors. By means of an artificia 
arm and a series of detachable “' gadget '” ap- 
pliances, he was able to perform on the piano, 
play cards, golf, and cricket, turn over the 
pages of a book, carry a heavy bag, and wield 
a 16lb. navvy’s hammer with perfect ease.

PREMIER’S ANNOUNCEMENT 
TO-DAY. 


The Prime Minister will, it is understood, 
make an important statement at Inverness to- 
day on the unemployment question. 

It is expected that he will indicate briefly his 
propoged remedies. 

Ace rding to a number of rdports, the experts 
who went to Gairloch brought before Mr. 
Lioyd George the biggest scheme for . dealing 
with the problem. Fis*shoae is said to be 
quite novel, and the only question is whether 
it is not too big. 

The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
at Gairloch telegraphs :—From official details 
supplied «concerning the Premier's conference 
with the experts at Flowerdale on the subject 
of unemployment, it appears that the investiga- 
tors divided their exploration into two. cate- 
gories. 

Their first concern was as to the best manner 
of dealing with the unemployment and privation 
actually existing. They considered what were 
the prospects of providing-for unemployment 
relief works, to what extent it was practicable 
to rely on doles as a purely. temporary erx- 
pedient, and how far it was possible to get the 
unemployed back to work. - It was realised that 
wdémen, for example, could not be employed on 
relief works. , 

Then came the much larger question as to 
the best method of getiing the country going 
again in regard to its general trade and com- 
merce. The Premier’s object was to get the 
best expert opinion upon such questions. |; 
was realised that trade depression prevaiied, 
not in this country alone, but throughout the 
world, and this fact had to be taken into ac 
count in estimating the probable duration of 
the depressed period. 

No concrete decisions were reached, but much 
consideration was given to such questions as 
extended credits and loans by the Government 
to certain public authorities, various forms of 
temporary relief, and the best line to pursue 
with the object of fostering trade revival. 

The Premier intimated to his visitors that, 
having got their valuable views, he proposed 
not to commit himself to any definite line 
of action until after be had had an opportunity 
of consulting other groups, which he proposed 
to do on his return to London. 

He was anxious to get all the concrete in- 
formation he could, and when equipped with 
that, it would be his duty to consult with his 
colleagues with a view to the adoption by the 
Government of such a scheme as appeared to 
them to offer the best prospecis of success. 
Official information went no further. 


INVERNESS CEREMONY. 


IMPORTANT SPEECH TO-DAY. 

The Prime Minister had arranged to go to 
Inverness to-day only just in time to receive 
the freedom of the town at 3.15, and then pro- 
ceed direct to the station for the journey south, 
but the discussion of the | unemployment 
problem has changed his plans. He has com- 
municated with the Provost of Inverness, asking 
him to arrange to-day’s ceremony for 2.45 in- 
stead of 3.15, intimating that he proposed to 
speak for about 30 minutes, and to deal with 
the question of unemployment. 
As the medical prohibition of public speak- 
ing for him still remains in force, the Prime 


Minister adheres to his ore oy that the 
Inverness ceremony ehall not be a public 
function. 


Realising, however, how great and widespread 
is the public interest and concern in the -sub- 
ject with which he proposes to deal, he is willing 
that his speech shall be available for publica- 
tion as the nearest possible approach to a public 
utterance, and so, subject to the approval of 
the Provost, arrangements will be made to ad- 
mit representatives of the Press. 

To all intents and purposes; therefore, this 
will be a public meeting, with the modification 
that Mr. Lloyd George will not be called upon 
to make his voice heard by a large assemblage 
such as ‘would inevitably collect if the doors 
were thrown open to the public. 


GAIRLOCH’S “ SEASON ” ENDING. 


Many of the persons forming part of Mr. 
Lloyd George’s entourage at Gairloch have al- 
ready left, and when the Premier and his per- 
ml party leaves for Inverness and go south 
to-day, most of the temporary population of 
thé erstwhile remote mountain glens will have 
gone. The large body of special police travelled 
to Inverness yesterday. 

The Prime Minister was not able to play 
golf yesterday owing to bad weather, but he 
enjoyed a day’s quiet fishing. He will bid fare- 
well this morning to kindly-disposed people and 
beautiful scenery. It may well be that Gair- 
loch will go down to posterity as the place in 
which the foundations of a reconciliation be- 
tween England and Ireland were laid.

It is now possible to state with some 
degree of accuracy the circumstances in 
which Lieuvenant G. H. Souchon, 17th 
Lancers, lost his life in Galway on Sunday 
night. While on his way from his club 
to Earl’s. Island, where his regiment is. 
stationed, he was overtaken by some 
brother officers in a’motor car, and joined 
them. 


As the car was passing the Town Hal) shots 
were fired, and Lieutenant Soucheu was struck 
in the forehead and killed instantly. A polices 
man was wounded at the ‘same time. 

t seems clear from what has since come to 
ight that the Lieutenant was killed by a stray 

ullet. His body will be taken to Wookham, 
Surrey, on Wednesday. 

A pathetic coincidence is that the officer way 
to have retired from the Army last month; 
but owing to some delay in the arrival of his 
papers his retirement was postponed. He 
received the fatal shot in the forehead, alt 
most between the two eyes, and collapsed into 
the arms of a brother officer, who was sitting 
next to him in the back of the car. . When 
Earl’s Island camp, a few hundred yards’ dis; 
tance, was reached, it was found that the 
Lieutenant was dead. 

He was very popular with his brother officers 
and with the people of the town. He was a 
well-known member of the local boat c?uh, 
and was a successful competitor in the junior 
pairs at the recent regatta... He was a capable 
linguist, speaking six languages fluently, and 
was about to take up a position im civil lifé 
in England. 

The condition of Temporary Constable Driver 
Barnes, of D Company, Auxiliaries Division, 
who was shot at the same time, js stated to 
be grave. He was shot in the hip, the bullet 
coming towards the front without injuring any 
vital part. The whole affair was extremely un: 
fortunate, and is. much regretted. It is um 
likely that there will be any further trouble. 


MIDNIGHT SCENE, 
PANIC IN TOWN UALL. 


Pony. races were held at the Claddagh dur: 
ing. the day, and at night a dance was given in 
the Town Hall in aid . of the Republican 
Prisoners’ Dependents’ Fund. Shortly before 
midnight a fracas occurred outside the hall, 
shots were fired, and there was a panic inside. 

It is alleged on the one hand that the orgim 
of the trouble was an attempt on the part of 
some members of the Crown Forces to enter 
the building without payment, and, on the other 
‘hand, that members of the Crown Forces were 
held up by Republican Police and searched m 
the vicinity of the hall. During the disturbance, 
the origin of which wilt be inquired into by the 
military this morning, some of the stewards at 
the dance Were. it is said, assaulted. 

It was while the shots were being fired that 
Lieutenant Souchou and the other officers came 
along in the motor car. 

Immediately that the shooting was heard 
Divisional Commissioner Cruise, R.1.C., who wak 
in bed at the time, rushed to the scene. Troops 
were called out, and Alderman Stairies, I1.R.A, 
liaison officer. was sent for to Salthill The 
Divisional Commissioner and the Alderman 
visited the Town Hall, where the matter was 
investigated, and the Crown Forces were im 
mediately withdrawn. Alderman Staines 
asked that the dance should be stopped, and 
that the people should go home quietly out of 
respect to the dead officer. The dance was 
immediately brought to a conclusion, and al 
returned quietly to their homes. 

A large Webley revolver was, it is alleged, 
taken from one of the men at the. dance by 
the police when they entered the Town Hall. 
Three discharged and three undischarged 
cartridges were found in it. 


A MASKED MAN. 
LIAISON OFFICER’S STATEMENT, 


Our Galway Correspondent states that he m-- 
terviewed the local I.R.A. /raison officer. When 
Alderman Staines was sent for by the Divisional 
Commissioner he immediately came to the 
scene, although he had been ill. With the local 
officer he continued his investigations yesterday. 

Statements which it.is said were made to 
them by stewards at the town hall were to the 
effect that five men, one of whom wore a 
handkerchief over his face, asked the price of 
admission at the door: They |were told five 
shillings, and replied that this was “‘ too dear.” 
The stewards had distinct instructions from the 
liasion officer that there: must be no distinction 
in the matter of admission; that all who paid 
must be permitted to enter freely, and they 
were prepared to permit these men to enter on 
payment. Following the refusal to admit the 
men without payment. disorder ensued, during 
which a County Council official named Gallagher, 
an assistant at Messrs. Moon's, and a barman 
named Hessioh were, it is said, knocked down 
and assaulted.

POLICE CONSTABLE WOUNDED.

It is realised more keenly as the time ap- 
proaches that the longing for am. Irish settle- 
ment, which is the subject of eo many hopes 
and prayers, is, also encompasserl] with uncer- 
tainties. On-the threshold an arrangement has 
to be made with regard to administration iv 
the South of Ireland, pending the outcome of 
the Conference. At present Sinn Fein virtually 
reigns. ! 

The point will also have to be made perfectly 
clear before the Conference sfhrta thát the 
Sinn Fein delegates represent only the majority 
in Southern Ireland, as defined by the Act, and 
do not represent the whole of Ireland. 

A third question relates to the agitation for 
the release of the internees. There are 3,000 
Sinn Feiners interned, and it is believed that 
the Government will not release them, but will 
take the line that, as they were interned be- 
cause they were dangerous, it woukl be con- 
trary to ths interests of peace to release them 
while the delicate negotiations for a settlement 
are in progress. | 

The Conference, when these  pretiminaries 
have tcen disposed of, is expected tg last many 
months. No forecast has been made as to the 
earliest time: by which a settlement could be 
put in operation, supposing the Conference to 
be successful’ It is known that those who 
honestly opposed the idea of the Government 
negotiating with Simn Fein are hoping that a 
General Election will take place before this 
stage is reacl.od. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF ULSTER. 

That issue depends largely-upon Ulster, whose 
representatives will be takcn into the delibera- 
tions, although not at the outset. If an agrer- 
ment is arrived at between Ulster and the rest 
of Ireland, on the one part, and the Govern- 
ment, on the other. the settle-nent bill would 
be in thechature of an agreed measure, and 
could go through Parliament m a short time. 
If. Ulster doés not approve, howeve:, the situa. 
tion will be precarious, and the Government 
all, even if it passed the Commons, might 
conceivably be rejected by the Hoiise of Lords. 

That House, Hy the exercise of its powers 
under the Parliament Act, could probably hold 
it up until a General Eleetion must oceur. when 
the life of the present Parliament expires at the 
end of 1925. But if the bill wece so highly con- 
tentious ds this hpothesis assumes, the likeli- 
hood is that the Government, ‘nstead of wait- 
ing fo" that late period, would go to the 
countfy as soom as it became evident that 
Ulster meant to stand aloof. The decisive time. 
therefore, provided that the Conferen-e between 
the Government and Sinn Fein goes well. is 
reckoned to be early next year án would. he 
seen by that time whether the proposals are ac- 
ceptabie to Ulster or not’ end m the latter 
event the Government would doubtless take the 
opinion of the country about March as to 
whether a scheme had been evolved which al! 
‘parties should accent.

It is the opinion of the experts that recovery 
from the existing industrial depression will he 
slow, that the depression will become much 
mote acute before there is a turn for the better, 
and that a recovery cannot be anticipated until 
the: spring. The necessity for large measures 
of relief will, therefore, continue all through 
the winter. In the latter part of his speech 
the Prime Minister is expected to deal with the 
still larger problem of reviving industry. “This 
has been the. particular subject of his study in 
the; last few days. It is anticipated that he 
will have something to say with regard to the 
fostering of trade within the Empire. Imperial 
trade, European trade, and extra-European 
trade are three divisions of this phage of the 
problem which almost naturaliy suggest them- 
selves. ; 

The Prime Minister intends to sound a serious 
call to-the country to consider. and provide 
remedies for unemployment. Parliament. will 
be asked to give its almost undivided attention 
to the ‘subject in the autumn session, but 
understand that the Prime Minister will stop 
short of indicating the lines of policy which the 
Government will submit to Parliament.

Volunteers of the Irish Republican Army have 
been drilling in various parts of the country 
for a long time past, and it is obvious that 
there is no desire to conceal the fact. 

As proof of this a numberof journalists on 
Sunday afternoon, by invitation, visited a camp 
not far from Dublin, while a cinematograph 
operator took a series of views, which will. no 
doubt, be shown in due course in the picture 
houses. i . 

fweniy minutes’ ride in taxi-cabs brought 
the party into the mountainous region, where, 
in a couple of fields remote from. the high- 
ways, some 500 young men were engaged in 
various military exercises. A band played 
martial airs, and short, sharp words of com 
mand were heard on all sides. 

A field whose surface had anything but the 
evenness of a harrack square was not the 
pleasantest place for such exerciges, but the 
men made the best of it. A steady downpow 
of rain emphasised the unpleasantness of the 
conditions 


' REMARKABLE SPECTACLE. 

The spectacle which met the view of the 
visitors_on ‘arriving was certainly a etirring one. 
Batches of men in various parts of the ground 
carried out their own particular movements 
Here a-company was engaged in marching and 
counter-marching, ' forming fours,”’ 
there a detachment of signallers was being 
initiated into the mysteries of the Morse code; 
others were undergoing a musketry course, and 
a larger body showed themselves familiar with 
the use of the revolver. A small knot of 
the mechanism of a machine gun, the parts of 
which were taken asunder and assembled 
again, while several specimens of automatic 
pistols—some of them strange-looking weapons— 
were being examined and explained by an ex- 
pert instructor. At the lower ‘end of the field 
stretcher-bearers were instructed in the various 
essential duties of the medical corps. In an ad- 
joining meadow platoons were operating in ex- 
tended formation and other evolutions. 

After an hour's work a sharp command from 
the ~Brigade Commandant brought all the d 
tachments together, {and a march past took 
place, a band playing suitable marching music. 
Some important offiaals from “ G.H.Q.” were 
present, and the Chief of Staff (Mr. Richard 
Mulcahy) took the salute, and afterwards, when 
the men were formed in a hollow square, de- 
livered a short address. 


NO FEAR OF ATTACK. 

Journalists asked whether outposts were 
posted in order to advise as to an unexpected 
invasion; but the reply seemed to indicate that 
no such disturbance was apprehended. Neither 
were these warlike preparations regarded as a 
breach of the truce 

Only comparatively few either of the rank 
and file or officers wore uniform The vast 
majority were in civilian attire, but quite a 
number wore belts and bandoliers A. flew 
wore the ancient Irish costume. 

it was stated that since the truce came into 
force recruiting had been quite brisk The 
training takes place several times weekly, Sun 
days included. 

The recruits on parade for the most. part 
reside within a radius of eight or nine mies 
of the training ground, but some had to travel 
as much as twelve or fourteen miles. 

The Brigade Commandant was particularly 
proud of his medical detachment, which, he 
said, had proved itself “ in action” to be quite 
equal to the best of its class.

ESCAPES FROM RATH CAMP.

Four more men are reported to have escaped 
from the Rath Internment Camp, at the 
Curragh, on Friday night. Three of the men 
are Mr. Michael Carolan, of Belfast: Mr. 
Patrick Traynor, of Dublin, and Mr. Peter 
Bracken, of Tullamore. They were’ confined in 
‘a corrugated iron ‘séructure, called j;' the cage.” 
In’ this structure there were,.in all, eleven 
men. and five of them made the attempt to 


escape. á 
Mr. Carolan who has reached . Dublin, 
deacribes how the escape was effected. (ne of 


the corrugated iron sheets of the latrine was 
removed, the nails having been loosened pre 
viously, and the five men left in their stockinged 
feet. Shortly afterwards the fifth man was 
missed, and Mr. Carolan states that he does not 
know if he escaped or was retaken. 

The four men crawled to the first line of wire 
entanglements One of them had evidently 
been supplied with a wire-cutter, as cut the- 
wires, and the men got through the opening. A 
second line of entanglements was ovefcome in a 
similar manner, and later a third line was 
reached. 

At this point another man was missed, and 
the three other men succeeded in cutting their 
way through without attracting the attention of 
the sentries. The men struck across the fields 


i until, they met a road outside the camp, but 


they were still within the area swept by search- 
lights. They passed beyond this without hav- 
ing been discovered, by morning had 
reached a point nine miles from the camp.’

In the six Northern counties there were 56,196 
people completely unemployed, and, 34,550 on 
short time; a quarter of a million were at the 
present time deprived of income from any or 
all sources. Although unable to obtain official 
figures, another speaker believed that there 
were 20,000 people who had not a farthing com- 
ing into their homes. I

the figures which were 

iven by a joint deputation Trom the Irish 
Éile Trades Federation. and the Committee 
on Municipal Kitchens, which waited on the 
Belfast Corporation .yesterday, and submitted 
® proposals for that body to relieve the distress 
due to unemployment. The deputation asked 
that municipal restaurantes should be established 
with the view to supplying cooked: food at 
cost prices. 

Mr. Midgley, speaking for the textile workers, 
commended to the consideration of the Cor- 
poration Mr. Churchill's advice to the Dundee 
authorities, that if the national authorities 
dul not move and theré was extreme Reverses 
the local Councils must ignore the law al- 
together and do what it possibly could. The 
Corporation should strike a rate for the allevea- 
tion of the distress. 

The Lord Mayor said that the Corporation 
were doing all they possibly could to find work 
for the unemployed. They had under considera- 
tion schemes that would amount to £40,000, 
more than half of which was in wages.

HOW SUMMER TIME PASSED IN 
DUBLIN. : 

Greenwich time came once more into opera- 
tion yesterday. The passing away of “summer 
time ' was not marked by avy formal or parti- 
cular ceremonial. The change wae directed by 
Act of Parliament, and occurred at a time 
three o'clock in the morning—when most people 
were in the land of Nod.

VIEWS. 


INDUSTRIAL _ UNREST. 


E “ad ' i 
Tn an interview with Reuter’s representative, 
some inent observations on the unemploy- 
ment problem have been made by Mr. Whiting 
Williams, former Vice-President a 
Hydraulic Steel Company of Cleveland, Ohio, 
U.8.A4., who has spent several years studying 
the Labour blem by working as a common 
labourer in England and America, and who w 
now visiting I , after working al) the sum- 
met in the mines and .steel plante of France 
amd the Saar. 
“Unemployment seems considerably less in 
France than in Great Britain or America, 
said Mr. Willams. ' “ This is partly because of 
the shortage of French workers, following the 
war casualties, and partly because of the 
000 French workers at present under arms. 
The high Mata of French ypulation 
always able to find work on French farms. also 
constitulgs an eatremel valuable safety vaive 
for regulating Frenc industrial _ pressure. 
Furthermore, there 'is today almost no such 
thing as a French-born common or general 
labourer, This is beceuse the country’s «ommon 
labour is done largely by workers from 
Poland, Spain, Belgium, Italy, and even China. 
In times of unemployment a large proportion of 
these workers take the opportunity of :eturning 
home, there to await the return of better times. 
“In Germany the plants and mines appear 
fairly busy. The worker, however, is less well 
paid than before the war. In general his wages 


‘have hardlyk kept up with the 1,000 per cent. in- 


crease in the cost of living. The middle classes, in- 
cluding teachers, uil property holders, and 
the Federal employés in the civil, railway, and 
post office services, have been tremendously 
hard hit. because their wages have hardly in- 
creased more than 500 per cent. 

‘It appears to me all wrong to say that 
Germany has got back to normal and is busy 
and prosperous. The real fact is that German 
mines and mills. are running simply because 
Germany has not yet started to get back to 
normal. Her goods are sold abroad simply by 
reason of the advantage arising from a currency 
which is constantly depreciating. Every effort 
to build up the value of the mark has, to date, 
resulted in closing down German factories. 

“Some day or other Germany must begin 
setting her financial house in order. The result 
of that will be a period of vast unemployment 
and unhappiness. 

NO “ CA-CANNY ' METHODS. 

“ Among the German miners in the Saar I 
expected to find considerable ‘ca-canny and 
unwillingness to produce coal for the benefit of 
the French officials and owners. I found no 
such thing. They are receiving in francs the 
equivalent of more than twice the number of 
marks reccived by their fellow-miners in the 
Ruhr. 

“They are somewhat unhappy, because they 
believe that the cost of living in the Saar is 
much higher than in the Ruhr. I am cer- 
tain that it is not high enough to offset the 
difference in wages even by half In all 
events, the Saar miner, working for French 
officials, is now carning immensely more than 
the iron and steel workers in German com- 
panies. He is, in fact, the cock of the whole 
industrial walk in the Saar: 

Another reason for this is that the French 
engineers are trained to take a much greater 
interest in their relations with their workers 
than the German A French engineer is in 
charge of operations to an extent untrue Jn 
either England or America. He is supposed to 
go down into the pit daily. The German en- 
gineer in charge ie supposed to be too dignified 
to go down more than occasionally. 

This is one reason for the number of German 
workers, who confided to me, as a mining 
student working along with them, that, as a 
matter of fact, they were better paid and better 
treated than when the mines were operated bv 
Prussian State officials. 

lt seems to me entirely probable that the 
plebiscite to be taken by the Saar population 
about thirteen years from now, will make the 
Saar either French or neutral, lke, tor in- 
stance, Luxembourg. 

lt is ve ry evident that the present situation 
of unemployment is international in its dimen- 
sions, and also international in its 
Nevertheless, the probabilities are that 
nation will try to remedy the situation 
purely national efforts--if, indeed, it does noi 
omit the efforts and simply sit dow: and wait 
for the problem to solve iteelf as it has ap- 
peared to solve itself in times heretofore 

The result of such a programme of either 
vational watchful waiting, or purely mational 
efforts, will be disappointing. . 

SOLUTION BY CO-OPERATION. 

The situation will better itself with depressing 
slowness unless the various nations can maké 
concerted efforts. : International causes must be 
met by international remédi*s. International! 
arrangements regarding the limitation of arma- 
ments should greatly help by the saving of enor- 
mous sums of money. But I should like to see 
Mr. Lloyd George of M. Briand or President 
Harding call an international conference for the 
consideration of such factors in the situation as 
international exchange, international: credits, 
tariffs, etc., ete. 

M. Briand expressed to me recently his belief 
that the diplomats of the near future would find 
international conferences on such su 
the prevention of unemployment quite at essen- 
tial to the happiness of their peoples as the more 
usual problems. of boundaries and other similar 
affairs of statesmen. 

Certainly nothing in the world so- plays into 
the hands of all the forces of unrest and revolu- 
tion as unemployment. That is the biggest 
lesson I have learnt in my experience as a 
labourer. At the beginning of my studies, soon 
after the Armistice; I left home on the under- 
standing that my salary should go to my family, 
but that I should become a “ bum ” if 1 failed 
to get a Job before my $25 ran out. I ex- 
perienced the scare of my life, but I also saw 
that the fear of the disgrace of the “' bread ”’ 
lines is the biggest single factor in the life of the 
labourers of the world 
GENUINE LABOUR'S IDEAL. 

“it would seem to me to be the very) finest 
kind of world that any men could want—ito get 
up out of bed in the mornin’ and know a job 
was waitin’ for ye.” In these words, a Glasgow 
docker, with whom I had been waiting all day 
until midnight for a job, expressed himself. 
“These dockers could hardly stand the strain 
of three weeks of/steady work. —Tais is becaus 
they have become demoralised by years of 
irreguiar work,” said an official of a British 
dockers’ union to me. Then he went on to say 
what I think we should all remember at such 
as this—“ Irregular work always makes 
an irregular worker, and an irregular worker is 
bound to be an irregular citizen.” : 

Almost all the nations of the earth are now 
threatened with the vast class demoralisation 
and the deep class bitterness which find place 
in men’s hearts when they have no job, and 
know not where to find one. 

Their bitterness if only slightly abated when 
they are given the* bread of national charity. 
Both the demoralisation and the bitterness will 
last long after the wheels of industry begin 
whirring again. The prayer which I have found 
in the hearts of the common labourers of four 
nations is—* Give us this day our daily—job.” 

A job means not only bread and butter, but: 

self-respect, and the right to take yourself 
seriously as a producer and a contributor in 
the general well-being—a real man because a 
workman, Such a world-wide waste of human 
resources through the destruction of men’s 
belief in themselves, and such a world-wide 
threat at the stability of national institutions. 
my opinion, efforts which should 
he immediate, world-wide, and concerted. 
; Personally, | was much impressed with the 
eusyness-like way in which the League of 
Nations is laying the foundations for offering a 
common meeting ground for tackling just such 
problems. I hope in some way to be able to 
help America to see the necessity of increasing 
itewinterest in this and all similar world con- 
certs for handling the problems of the peoples 
of the world. Possibly the widespread un- 
employment there—as bad, if not worse, than 
here—is at present emphasising exactly this 
lesson of each nation’s dependence on the other 
nations for its jobs—and, therefore, the happi- 
ness of its peonle._

“” A NATIONAL TRIBUTE. 
WASHINGTON. 

Plans for the ceremony at the Arling- 
ton National Cemetery on Armistice Day, when 
‘the body of the Unknown American Soldier 
brought back from France, is to be buried, 
include a proclamation by President Hard- 
ing, calling for the two-minutes’ halt at noon 
throughout the nation, to be devoted to prayer 
and reverent memories for the dead. : 

The body, which is being brought from France 
on the cruiser Olympia, will reach Washington 
after nightfall on Ravadiiede 9; and will lie 
in state in the Capitol buildin 
on Armistice Day morning, ¢ 
will then be escorted by a great official mourn- 
ing party to Arlington Cemetery, the route 
being guarded throughout its length’ by troops 
stationed. along the way The mourning party 
will include all living holders of the Congres: 
sional Medal of Honour who may desire to come, 
one war veteran out of every ten thousand who 
served from each State in the great war, an 
officer and an enlisted man from each unit of the 
Army and Navy, and representatives of the 
American Legion and other veterans’ organisa: 
tians, and of the various patriotic societies. 

From American military posts everywhere in 
the world minute guns of mourning will sound 
from sunrise until after the buria! ccremonies in 
Washington have been completed.—(Reuter.)

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With the settlement of the strike on the 
Great Southern and Western Railway system 
and the adjustment of disputes on the Midland 
Great Western and Dublin and South-Eastern 
Ratiways, it may be thought that everything 
goes smoothly in the railway world. Since de- 
control, however, there seems to be an endless 
confusion of things, and at present, one scarcely 
knows how matters stand, Since control ceased 
on August 15 ‘there has been a, succession of 
cross, ag strikes, arbitrations, awards, and in- 

uiries as to how the awards are to be applied. 
‘he whole gamut of trades union machiner 
has heen exhausted, and still the public is left 
bewildered, as to the future position of Irish 
tailways. , 

It may be recalled that with the passing of 
the Irish Railway Bill the Irish companies were 
voted a subsidy of three millions as compensa- 
tion for their disturbance in traffic during the 
war years, and, as a compromise,” certain 
machinery was set um to meet the claims of, the 
employés under post-war conditions.. An Irish 
railway tribunal, consisting of five representa- 
tives of the companies and five representa- 
tives of the men’s Unions, with Mr.°*Carrigan, 
K.C., as Chairman, was established to consider 
these claims as they applied to standardisation 
and conditions of work. The award of this 
tribunal recognised the principle of standardisa- 
tion, with the clagsification of railwaye into 
groups, so as to secure as far as reasonably 
practical that like rates of wages and conditions 
of service should obtain on all railways groups, 
or sections of. railways in the same class. The 
award also decreed that an eight-hour working 
day could not be universally maintained on 
Irish railways. 

THE TRIBUNAL. 

The award came up for consideration before 
a joint meeting of the representatives of the

¢ Previous |to the sitting of the tribunal the 
situation was tomplicated some weeks ago by 
the break-away from the agreement. by the 
shopmen and coal-fillers, some of whom are 
members of the National Union of Railwaymen 
and others of the Transport Workers’ Union. 
Their action in refusing. to accede to the agreed 
‘eut’’ of 6s. per week precipitated the strike 
which paralysed the traffic on many lines last 
week. The situation was eased by the agree- 
ment of the men employed on the Midland 
Great Western and Dublin and South-Eastern 
Railways to refer the demands of the shopmen 
and coal-fillers to the arbitration of Lord 
Justice O'Connor. These employes returned to 
work and abided by the award of the arbitrator. 
The Great Southern and Western Company pre- 
ferred to refer the question to the general 
arbitration tribunal preside’ over by Mr.

A strike on the system then followed, and 
was complitated by the refusal of the engine- 
drivers and firemen to accept notices terminat- 
ing their weekly agreement and placing them 
under .employment from day to day as work 
offered. At the intervention of Dail Eireann a 
conference was held on Friday, which led to a 
happy termination of the entire dispute The 
position now loeks very hopeful, but there are 
complaints by the men employed on the Great 
Northern system, and a further general “cut” 
of 6s. per week is shortly due. It looks just 
now as if the ultimate settlement of post-war 
railway claims will require some time to .be 
reached. 
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The strike in the engineering trade in Dublin 
was discussed at a meeting of the Corporation 
yesterday, at which the Lord Mayor presided 
and it was decided, one trades unionist object- 

+. to ask Dail Eireann to intervene. 

Mr. Mcintyre said that the men on-strike in 
cluded the members of the Transport Union 
and the Irish Engineering Union.- They, had 
gone on strike owing to an attempt on the part 
of the Masters’ Association to enforces 
a reduction in wages on the Unions’.

INCOME TAX. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—When does a rule cease to be a rule? 
There is a terrace in a small town or suburb 
near Dublin. In Number 1 lives the Rev. 
Thomas Thunderer, a very®upright man, but 
very unbusinessiike, as some professional men 
are ; 
holds classes on Thursday evenings for students 
and gives them lectures on astronomy and on 
electricity, heat, and light. He earns various 
little sums from these classes He also makes 
an odd pound or two from some deposits that 
he puts into the bank from ‘ir 4 to time for a 
month or two. Unbusinesslike,. busy, and with 
a bad memory for accounts, he never knows 
himself: how much these various earned and un- 
earned extras come to. He has some dividends 
coming in besides his clerical stipend. but theed 
dividends are taxed before he gets them. His 
wife and her brother, an agent or lawyer of 
some kind, manage between them to make out 
a paper for him to sign every year for the 
Income Tax officials. No one knows what he 
gets by his extras, and no one thinks ahoyt 
them: They are never put down. He signa the 
paper for his wife and brother-in-law, never 
dreaming that legally the extras ought to be 
put down. «+ 

In a house a little further down the terrace 
lives Mr. Samuel Nathan. He has travelled and 
lived abroad a good deal. He has had ex 

rience -of leech-like officiala in some of the 
South American republics and in some parts of 
the East. He never troubles himself to pay 
Income Tax on various.small sums he gets. He 
is engaged in some kind of banking business, 
people say. Besides the portion of his income 
which is taxed at the source, he gets: various 
earnings of sundry kinds, but he never enters 
these in his Income Tax returns. 

Next door to Mr. Nathan is an English lady, 
Miss Hamar, a most particular and conscientious 
person about ordinary things, but against any 
Income Tax claims she will use every power she 
has. She openly says that the Income Tax 
Husiness Is 80 unfair that she has no hesitation 
in treating it as it treats her. 

In. another house a.jittle further on lives Mr. 
Partridge. He is a man who has a moderate 
income .from investments made with money 
saved in younger days, when he went abroad 
and worked hard and got on well. He, however, 
also gets some little sume—perhaps, twenty 
pounds to forty pounds a year—upon which he 
pays no tax. do den things for people and 
gets a honorarium or gratuity fairly often: He 
plays the organ and gives iessons in singing 
without making any specification, and gets sums 
of money given to him for these, and turkeys 
and sometimes cheques at Christmas time. Also 
he has a wealthy and rather eccentrnec old uncle 
who often rides oyer to see him: and, when the 
nephew takes the horse away and puts it in the 
stable for a couple of hours and then brings it 
out hgain when the old uncle is, leaving,| the 
uncle always insists upon mraking him receive 
two half-crowns, which he slips most expertly 
into his hand. These five-shilling tips 
occur: nearly every wee come to 
pound notes or so in the year. ‘ Bui 
that all these extras are gifts and pays mm 
Income Tax on them. 

Down at the extreme end of the terrace in 
one of the least. attractive houses lives an elderly 
schoolmaster, Mr. Booklover. He is most bus 
nesslike, as all good schoolmasters are, and most 
conscientious, He:is not very well off, for he 
has several relatives depending on him, includ- 
ing a sister who has had paralysis from her 
childhood, got through the carelessness of a 
deceitful nurse. He is always bothering him- 
self about the Income Tax on various things 
often very small things.. Every shilling that he 
gets for any little monthly deposit in his bank 
is carefully put down and entered in his Income 
Tax returns, together with any other little sums 
may make, however small these may be— 
such as a few shillings discount allowed him on 
the books that he gets for his puptis, and ‘also 
the rent for his house, which he let« furnished 
for six weeks in the summer holidays when 
ever he can Nearly all the 
terrace, except Mr. Thunderer 
furnished for some weeks every vear. | 
of: them think of paying any tax on this, « 
the schoolmaster.
